like no other both on and off the field. 


The world is littered full of local derbies with each having 
their own nuisances and reasons for dividing a city on 
match day with that in mind here are some the classic local 
derbies to keep your eye on from around the world. 


Boca Juniors vs River Plate 

The Superclasico cuts Buenos Aires right down the middle 
in famously one of the worlds most passionate football 
derbies, the historic battle between the team who feels the 
represent the working class in Boca Juniors against a team 
who is seen for more of a middle class in River Plate has 
seen it all with fans travelling from around the world to 
attend this match. 


Celtic vs Rangers 

The Old Firm derby hailing from the Scottish city of Glas- 
gow has been a hotbed for sectarianism and nationalism 
with Rangers being a traditional Protestant and loyalist club 
while Celtic have a Catholic background and supporter of 
an independent Ireland. 

Over recent years both clubs have been working to mend 
tensions for when the Derby starts up again next season 
after Rangers fall from grace over financial issues. 


Roma vs Lazio 

Italian city Rome plays hosts to the Derby Della Capitale 
usually twice per season. 

Like many football derbies were passions run high this 
one has a fascinating history going all the way back to the 
formation of Roma which was the meger of three separate 
sides based in Rome which also wanted Lazio to merge 

to take on the giant clubs of northern Italy however they 
refused starting a bitter dislike between the two. 

As recently as in 2004 a referee has had to call off a game 
just 4 minutes into the second half with tensions between 
the set of fans leading to riots. 


Liverpool vs Everton 

‘The Merseyside derby or also know as the ‘friendly derby’ 
is the longest running top flight derby in England having 
been played a minimum of twice a year since 1962. 

One of the few matches were you can see both sets of fans 
sitting with each other as it is not uncommon to have 
different family members supporting different sides. 

Both sides have played many epic derbies including the 
1986 FA Cup final were Australian Craig Johnson was 
lucky enough to be on the score sheet for a Liverpool 
victory. 


Mohun Bagan vs East Bengal 

If you were to ponder the most attended event in Indian 
sporting history I am sure that cricket would be the first 
thing which springs to mind. 

However the Kolkata Derby in 1997 was played in front of 
an estimated crowd of 131,000. 

Baichung Bhutia scored a hat trick in a 4 -1 win for East 
Bengal. 


Galatasaray vs Fenerbache 

In a city as diverse as Istanbul it is to be expected to have 
a strong passionate football clubs to support as Australi- 
ans such as Harry Kewell and Lucas Neil have found out 
playing in this fixture. 


In what has to be one of the most famous moments of any 
local derby around the world Galatasaray manager Graeme 
Souness in an act of unbelievable defiance placed his sides 
flag in the centre circle of Fenerbache pitch after his side 
caused a shock win in the 1996 Turkish Cup after having 
being written off previously.

elbourne Victory struck late in a 

frantic last 10 minutes to spoil the 
party at Adelaide Oval in a somewhat 
lethargic interstate derby on Friday night. 

Cirio thought he'd won it for Adelaide 
United with just five minutes of normal 
time remaining, but Melbourne Victory 
substitute Ben Khalfallah volleyed high 
into the roof of the net four minutes later 
to steal a point. 

On refelction, a draw was a fair result 
in what was nothing short of an average 
game of football, which was disappointing 
in front of a record breaking soccer crowd 
in South Australia. 

Over 33,000 packed into the newly 
refurbished Adelaide Oval including a fair 
number of Victory fans. 

The game itself struggled to get going on 
a slick turf. Both sides early on looked 
to continue to cancel each other out, re- 
membering the performances from either 
side in round one. 

It took a quarter of an hour though 
for the first real chance of the tie. Kosta 
Barbarouses looked lethal for Victory 
down the right hand side and gave Finkler 
the opportunity to fire the visitors in front 
but he blazed over. 

The game had a lot of stop-start 
moments; injuries and silly free-kicks 
didn’t give the game to breath and it was 
frustrating to watch. 


The home crowd where on their feet 
though just before the break thinking 
their Reds had struck the opener. From 

a corner and goalmouth scramble, Cirio 
had to head down into an empty net. 
Thankfully for Victory, the Spaniard 
couldn't make enough contact with the 
ball and so trickled into the hands of a 
grateful Nathan Coe.

ydney FC have taken bragging rights 

in the latest cross-town derby in a 
feisty and often ill tempered 3-2 victory 
over rivals Western Sydney Wanderers 
in front of a bumper crowd at Allianz 
Stadium. Despite going down 2-0 to two 
early goals, the Sky Blues charged home 
on the back of a Vitor Saba red card and 
have leapt to joint top of the Hyundai 
A-league ladder. 
With an electric crowd that filled Allianz 
Stadium there were starts for Marquee 
men across both sides with Vitor Saba 
looking to stake his claim as the succes- 
sor to Shinji Ono’s crown while Sydney 
FC gave a starting berth to towering 
Austrian Marc Janko. Despite having the 
ACL champions league next week the

The second half saw Sydney apply more 
direct pressure with 6 corners in a matter 
of minutes before Sasa Ognenovski 
bundled the ball over the line following 
a goalmouth scramble, although there 
was some suspicion of Bernie Ibini 
obstructing the view of Covic in an 
offside position.

ow much longer can Wellington Phoenix endure the 

Cake Tin aka as the Wellington Stadium? 
There is definitely no icing on that cake. The stadium is 
past its use-by date. It does not seem to appeal to Welling- 
tonians — be they rugby or football fans. Add to this the 
inclement Wellington weather. 
Against Perth Glory, Phoenix attracted a mere 7000 spec- 
tators. Even though it is slightly better than recorded by 
their rugby counterparts, it will not satisfy the FFA.

True in Australia clubs are pulling in between 30 000 and 
40 000 but they have a population of 16million. Football 
in Australia, a country heavily populated by migrants, 
is threatening the AFL code. However, the same criteria 
as applied in Australia cannot be templated on New 
Zealand, a country of around 4 million humans and 6 
million sheep! 
Phoenix and Football Association New Zealand are aware 
that they are in danger of losing their licence. And that 
would be a shame. 
The club is operating within its means and has signed 
several players to bolster its impact. Did they not just beat 
the Mariners? 
It is of vital importance for the A-League that Phoenix 
remains in their fold. Not just for financial reasons but for 


its blanket coverage in ASEAN. 

But Phoenix needs to drum up their supporters base. 
They need to move to either Auckland or Dunedin, a 
student city with a magnificent new covered stadium of 
international standard. Wellington just has too many side 
attractions and sport fans have become too selective and 
are to weather bound. The Cake Tin should be demol- 
ished. The cake is flat! 

From a playing point of view I note that the TAB has 
written off Phoenix, Newcastle Jets and Perth Glory. The 
TAB has Phoenix as $20 outsiders with Glory and Jets at 
$25. 

I am taking a bet. Phoenix, even though they will lose 
around eight players due to national duty from time to 
time, will seriously challenge for the play-offs. 

While nowhere near as flashy as some other clubs, the 
Phoenix are happy with their work in the transfer market, 
replacing Carlos Hernandez, Stein Huysegems, Paul Ifill, 
Leo Bertos and Luke Adams with Michael McGlinchey, 
Nathan Burns, Roly Bonevacia, Alex Rodriguez and Tom 
Doyle. 

What Phoenix board must now focus on is seeking a part- 
nership with an overseas club as per Melbourne City.

ictory’s Archie Thompson and City’s David Wil- 

liams will be gunning for the goals to guide their 
beloved teams to victory in this Saturday night's latest 
episode of the Melbourne Derby at Etihad Stadium. 
These sharpshooters will also be staking claims for the 
high ground in the duel for all time Melbourne Derby 
top scorers. 

Currently they share top position with 3 goals, totals 
shared with former Victory starlet Robbie Kruse, as well 
as John Aloisi who heads up the City honour board. It 
is no coincidence that this list of top scorers is headed 
by Socceroos. Derbies around the world may differ 
in the colours that teams wear, but one fact holds true 
wherever these games are held. Derbies always bring 
out the very best in the best players, and goal scorers are 
no different. 

A quick glance round the globes biggest derbies 
reveal how the big name strikers are the ones who step 
up when the occasion is biggest and the pressure the 
heaviest. 

In the Derby dell Madonnia, some of the greatest 
names in the history of Serie A feature at the top of the 
Milan derby goal tallies. Andriy Shevchenko scored an 
extraordinary 14 goals for the Rossoneri in all derby 
fixtures to head the Milan to scorers list. The legend- 
ary Giuseppe Meazza, immortalised by the showpiece 
setting for modern Milan derbies named in his honour, 
heads up Inters list with 13 derby strikes. 

In the blood and thunder of the Mersey Derby Welsh 
goal scoring legend Ian Rush netted 25 derby goals 
for Liverpool, whilst Everton’s immortal Dixie Deans 
popped in 19 for the Blue side of the Mersey. Of current 
players the Reds Skipper Steven Gerard has 10 goals, 
while our own Socceroo legend Tim Cahill nabbed 5. 

Arsenal's Emmanuel Adebayor has scored more North 
London Derby goals than any other player, with 10 but 
he has done so wearing the colours of the Gunners as 
well as Spurs. He banged in 2 while wearing white and 
the other 8 in the red and white of Highbury’s finest. 
Spain's El Classico provides one of the most intense and 
passionate rivalries where only the very best practi- 
tioners of the scorers art prevail. So it is no surprise to 
see Lionel Messi leading the way with 21 goals for Barca, 
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followed by the sublimely talented Alfredo De Stefano 
who stroked 18 goals for the All Whites. Modern day 
legend Raul knocked in 15, while Puskas and Cristiano 
Ronaldo book end different Real eras with 15 goals 
apiece. 

Saturday night’s block buster at AAMI will provide 
the same high octane setting to challenge the predatory 
instincts of both sets of strikers across the Melbourne 
divide. Melbourne City’s David Williams boasts the 
best recent form having scored in last season’s 4-0 home 
route of the Victory. 

Archie Thompson will be hoping to break his dry spell, 
having scored his last Derby goal in February 2013. He 
loves scoring derby goals for Victory, and will be desper- 
ate to add to his tally in this vital clash. City fans will be 
praying that he does not inflict another dose of the pain 
he administered when snaring the most dramatic derby 
goal yet. 

His 92ND minute winner to claim the spoils for Victo- 
ry back in December 2012 provided the perfect climax 
to one of the most memorable derby games to date. In 
the dying moments of extra time Thompson ran onto 
Marco Rojas’s precision pass before clinically chipping 
over Clint to become Father Christmas and the Grinch 
in the one motion.

There has been very little to 
separate the teams over the seasons, each share four 
wins alongside the four draws. The most frequent result 
has been 2-1, a statistic which shows just how high the 
stakes are for this Saturday nights derby sharp shooters.

Wr the Socceroos were failing to 
fire in the recent Gulf friend- 

lies, our Young Socceroos competed in 
the AFC U19s Championship held in 
Myanmar. 

It was another case of ‘so near and yet so 
far’ as they narrowly missed progression to 
the quarter finals on only goal difference, 
after one win and two draws. However 
it would be foolish to dwell on the ‘what 
ifs’, our youth team had destiny in its own 
hands and failed to capitalise at crucial 
points in all three games. 

Firstly, in the group opener against the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE), they weath- 
ered a lengthy period of pressure in the 
first half hour of the second half to take 
the lead, then lose concentration again to 
concede an equaliser and in the last 10 
minutes could not convert at least two 
golden chances to secure the three points. 
With goal difference already becoming a 
distinct possibility to decide top two spots 
in such a tight contest, Australia needed 
to bag as many goals possible versus 
Indonesia. Yet they could only scrape out 
a 1-0 victory. 

In the final games, with UAE highly 
fancied to get three points over Indonesia, 
the Young Socceroos needed to either beat 
Asian powerhouse Uzbekistan or share 
the points in a high scoring draw. Despite 
playing their best football of the tourna- 
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ment they could manage only 1-1, and so 
missed out on the quarters berth. 

Many have pointed out that it is not 
often a team finishes on five points, un- 
defeated, and yet not progress. There’s no 
need for recriminations as the squad was 
seemingly well prepared by coach and for- 
mer Socceroos midfielder Paul Okon, and 
the players gave 100 per cent commit- 
ment. Reality is that technically they fell a 
little short of the standard required against 
two of the better youth sides in Asia. This 
was especially apparent in the last third of 
the park and in front of goal. 

So unlike the Joeys who the previous 
month qualified for the 2015 U17s World 
Cup, our U20s missed an opportunity to 
participate at next year’s World Cup. It is 
important to note that there will be a fur- 
ther chance for many in this youth squad 
to step up to the next level as Australia 
embarks on a campaign in 2015 to qualify 
for the Rio 2016 Olympics. 

As for the Socceroos, there is no need for 
panic despite failing to score against the 
UAE and Qatar, the latter being a 0-1 loss 
in Doha. Of most concern was the lack 
of creativity in the final third and poor 
finishing, with no clear strike partner 
or understudy to Tim Cahill yet to be 
established. 

Surely, head coach Ange Postecoglou will 
need to have his preferred starting line up

Naturally, this dismissal put Sydney on 
the back foot and it was no surprise 
when Djjite turned his defender in the 
98th minute and hit a low drive past 
Necevski’s right side to make the score 
2-1 to Adelaide. 

The dose was repeated in the 110th 
minute when Djite made a diagonal 
run to the left post and cleverly steered 
a pass from Marcelo Carrusca past 
Necevski’s right hand once again. 
Sydney almost replied halfway through 
the second half of extra time, when An- 
tonis placed a perfect ball towards Gal- 
ekovic’s far right post but was denied by 
a magnificent save when the Adelaide 
custodian parried the ball past his post 
at full stretch. 

Sydney could certainly question the 
controversial dismissal of Petkovic but 
it was a night for Adelaide to celebrate 
and to acknowledge the amazing per- 
formances of Cirio and Djite.
